The accident occurred hortly after three o'clock yes- 
terday, at the foot of Lugnaquilla Mountain, where. a 


party of soldiers were conducting tests with anti-tank 
mines. 


Of those killed, four were officers and eleven were 
from the ranks. Among the injured some also are officers. 


The dead are known to include one artillery officer, 
two anti-aircraft officers and one engineer officer. 


Details are meagre. but it is known that one of the 
mines accidentally exploded, blowing an instructor to 
pieces. Lieutenant McLoughlin, who was in charge of 
an instruction school, took almost the ful] blast of the 
backward charge of the mine, but almost all those in front 
near him were hit, and many were blown to pieces. 


a The dead and injured have been taken to the Curragh 
Military Hospital, where an inquest will open at 10 a.m. 
to-day. 

Late last night military experts were investigating 
the causes of the accident. Detailed reports were being 


compiled, and an official inquiry wil] be opened this week 
into the circumstances surrounding the explosion.

WO hundred bicycles, most of 
+ them without enamel and some 
minus front wheels, saddles or 
mudguards; thirty-seven ex-police-cars, 
hard-bitten watchdogs of the roads; a 
miscellaneous collection. “from the 
Castle’’—clothes, tools, cycling capes, 
boxing-gloves and jewellery — were 
among the articles auctioned gee J 
for the Garda Siochana by Mr. J. J. 
Tormey, Bachelor's Walk, Dublin, at 
the Garda Dépót, Phoenix Park. 
Average prices paid were four times 
higher than at last year’s sale. Of the 
thirty-seven cars—most of them Fords— 
thirty-two had belonged to the police: 
the other five had come into their 
hands in various ways.

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BIG BRITISH RAID 
ON HAMBURG 


MANY FIRES CAUSED BY 


HIGH EXPLOSIVES 


MORE than 200 British 

bombers took part in 
Monday night’s raids on impor- 
tant German ports. 

At Hamburg, the main target 
for the night, a great load of 
high explosives caused much 
destruction and started many 
fires. 


Nine bombers have been re- 


rted missing. 
ma Air Ministry communiqué 
stated :— 

‘Shipyards, factories and ratlways 
at Hamburg were attacked for some 
hours on Monday night by a powerful 
force of aircraft of the Bomber Com- 
mand. Many large fires were started. 

“Other German ports, including 
Bremen, Cuxhaven and Wilhelmshaven 
were also bombed. 

“ The docks at Le Havre were 
heavily attacked by another force of 
bombers 

“ Aircraft of the Fighter Command 
during the night continued their at- 
tacks on enemy aerodromes in occupied 
territory. . : 

‘* From these operations nine alr- 

craft of the Bomber Command are 
missing.” : 
- There was no moon to show the 
way to Hamburg on Monday night, 
but the navigators found the weather 
excellent for astro-navigation,” states 
the Air Ministry News Service. 

‘There was hardly any cloud, and 
there were stars all over the place,” 
said a Wellington navigator. 

““ Along the route from Cuxhaven 
the Germans were doing therr best to 
make it unpleasant for us with search- 
lights and ‘ flak.’ Over Hamburg we 
could easily make out the curious pat- 
tern of the docks, like the fingers of 
a hand spread out. There was a big 
fire burning pear the railway. 

‘* By contrast with the sky it was 
dark on the ground, but a multitude of 
flares soon lit up the river, the har- 
bours and the lakes of Hamburg. A 
great load of high explosives went on 
to the docks and into several industrial 
districts of the town. There were fires 
of great size, some burning with ex- 
plosive violence, others with a deep 
and persistent glow.”’ 


BRITISH ACTIVITY 
OVER BELGIUM 


Proofs of Royal Air Force success 
over Belgium have been provided in 
documents reaching London from that 
country, states the Independent Bel- 
gian Agency. 

“ A German bomber was shot down 
and crashed in flames on the aerodrome 
at Beauvechain. All the occupants 
perished. 

“A British fighter forced down a 
Dornier at Longeville. Two German 
fliers were gassed, and a third, who 
tried to save himself by parachute, 
was killed. 

“In a dog-fight between a German 
"plane and a British fighter over Jean- 
rain the German was brought down.”

CANNED MEAT 


TRADE 


GROWTH OF A 
NEW INDUSTRY 


N view of the growing importance of 
| the canned meat trade, the De- 
partment of Agriculture is to 
exercise control of all canneries in 


ire. . 

Within the last 12 months a large 
export trade in cannd meat has 
sprung up, due partly to prohibitions 
on live-stock exports, and parily to a 
demand in England created hy war 
conditions. It is now estimated that 
more than 1,700 cattle are being canned 
every week in this country for export, 
and, in addition to that, there is a 
refsonably good trade in canned meat 
on the home market. Each week the 
amount of canned meat sent ont of 
the country is increasing, and it is 
felt that, even with a relaxation of 
foot-and-mvuuth disease restrictions, it 
will continue to grow, because this 
form of export has been found very 
suitable in existing conditions. 

In view of the new responsibilities 
involved, and with the object of en- 
suring the best standard of production, 
the Department of Agriculture has sent 
a delegation, under Mr. Patrick Rogan. 
Senior Veterinary Inspector, to London 
to study the most up-to-date canniny- 
methods 


RESEARCH WORK 


The canning of meat, and the best 
methods to ensure preservation and 
— condition of the product, has 

en the subject of much research 
work in recent years, particularly in 
Eire, and in England research 
laboratories have been established in 
Worcester and London. 

“ Our people,” said an official to an

canneries are getting a g-od price for 
their product—as good ‘a price in a 
competitive market as they could get 
for the cattle.”

AS the armies of Soviet Russia maintain their unbroken re- 

sistance, last night announced a successful 
counter-thrust by Marshal Voroshilév in the bitter day and 
night land and air battles in the approaches to Leningrad. 
Several German positions were captured, and the Germans lost 
almost an entire regiment in killed and wounded, says a Military 
Correspondent of the Moscow ' Pravda.” The attack took place 
‘* somewhere near the approaches to the city. - 


Two other successful local counter-offensives near Lenin- 
grad are also claimed by the Russians, while the Germans claim 
a big victory on the Northern front, south of Lake Ilmen, and a 
big advance eastwards from bridgeheads on the Lower Dnieper.. 


Reuter says that Leningrad and Kiev, the focal points of 
the Soviet defences, stand as firm barriers against the Germans, 
with Odessa an unassailable advance bastion in the flank of

The Per#an Gulf 


There was little news from Iran since 
its invasion by British and Soviet Russian 
forces until yesterday, when it was 
announced that the Shah, Riza Khan 
Pahlevi, had abdicated, and would be 
succeeded by his son, the Crown Prince. 
It is not clear what lies behind this 
announcement. The Anglo-Russian occupa- 
tion, to all intents and purposes, was 
complete when the Iranian Government 
was changed, and agreed to accept the 
terms of the invading generals—terms that 
included the surrender of all Germans in 
Iran, and the demilitarising of a sub- 
stantial part of the country. . It is sug- 
gested that these terms have not been 
fulfilled. Iranian troops, apparently, 
have withdrawn from the stipulated areas, 
but the Moscow wireless station yesterday 
declared that Iran was showing 
‘insincerity and unforgivable slowness ”’ 
in regard to the other conditions of the 
agreement. It throws out a hint of 
“opposition from Germanophile elements, 
including highly placed personages ”’ in 
Iran. comments on the “ insincerity of the 
policy of the Shah and the Iranian 
Government,” and suggests that “Axis” 
diplomacy still is hard at work. The 
implication is that the Germans, or some 
of them, have not yet been removed; in 
fact, according to Moscow, several German 
agents have been permitted to go into 
hiding and to carry on their work. 
Dissatisfied, the allied armies have con- 
tinued their advance, and it is reported 
that the Russians were within thirty 
miles of Teheran, the capital, yesterday. 
There is no information concerning the 
British, but it is not unsafe to presume 
that they similarly have been consolidating 
their positions in Iran. Opposition seems 
to have been negligible.

Perhaps she will 
Germans by intensified attacks, or even 
by new attacks, in other theatres of war ; 
perhaps—though less probably—she will 
attempt to bring supplies of men and 
material directly to the Russians. If she 
prefers the latter course, the occupation 
of Iran will provide her with an eminently 
convenient route; for only two of the 
available routes to Russia are open all the 
year round—via Vladivostok, in the Far 
East, and the Persian Gulf; and the route 
via Vladivostok depends in great measure 
upon the atejtude of the Japanese Govern- 
ment. Britain and her ally, the United 
States, can land anything in reason by the 
Persian Gulf. Their ships need fear no 
obstruction in that quarter of the world 
from ‘‘Axis ’’ submarines or bombers, and, 
since the Gulf is not part of the “ war 
sone,” according, to the Neutrality Act, 
United States vessels are at full liberty 
to enter it. The real value of Iran, how- 
ever, lies in the fact that it furnishes the 
last link in a great chain of defence—the 
front which Mr. Churchill recently com- 
pared to a gigantic crescent extending 
from Spitzbergen, through Russia and the 
Asiatic Near East, to the western borders 
of Fgypt. If that great line can be held, 
Germany will be “ bottled ’’ very seriously 
on one side; and we may be certain that 
she will make a supreme effort to break 
it before very much longer. The odds 
are that, if she fails to make the break- 
through in Russian territory, she will try 
somewhere farther south—but precisely 
where, nobody can tell. Both Turkey and 
Cyprus are mentioned as objects of her 
next movement. It may be either, or it 
may be neither: there is no foretelling 
the strategy of the German High 


Command. 


Perverted Publicity 


There are hardened young malefactors 
in the City of Dublin who, if they had 
facilities for it, would keep books of Press 
cuttings dealing with their appearances 
in the courte. When sentence has been 
pronounced and they have been led down 
the steps from the Green Street dock to 
the white-washed cells below, their first 
thought is about the reports that will 
appear in the newspapers. Those who 
have been i: touch with the criminals on 
such occasions tell of the satisfaction that 
is caused by a long report with big head- 
ings. Instead of being upset at the 
publication of their misdemeanours, they 
are delighted, and crow over the prisoners 
whose offences have been of such small 
importance that only a few lines of print 
have been spent on them. This mental 
peculiarity may be part of the widespread 
weakness for personal publicity—the 
desire to hav» one’s “ name in the paper." 
Owing to the scarcity of newsprint the 
number of persons who are getting their 


“names in the paper’’ must be smaller | 


than in the years before the war; yet, 
by attending plenty of dances and 
funerals, and taking some care to ensure 
that his name is on the official lists, a 
man eventually must achieve the coveted 
distinction. In fact, the thing is so easy 
that people of commonsense long since 
have ceased to attach any significance 
to it One hundred and forty 
years ago much greater honour was 
attached to the mention of a man 
in the Press. A correspondent of 
The Monthly Magazine of April let, 1808, 
objected to the insertion of clergymen’s 
names in marriage announcements. ‘‘ When 
the performer is a bishop, a dean, or other 
dignified clergyman, it is’ easy to conceive 
that vanity in the connubial pair, or their 
friends, may cause this addition; but as 
we frequently see it made when he is only 
a simple rector of the parish, I have been 
considering what can have entitled him 
to this public commemoration.’”’ Ideas 
about publicity have changed very con- 
siderably since the correspondent wrote 
those words. The truth of the matter is 
that a certain amount of the inserting of 
names in reports and announcements is 
to have those names ‘‘on the record.’’ 
Sentimentaliste like to look through 


personal newspaper clippings, and, with

This very vanity, indeed, is said 
to be a direct cause of crime, In the 
circumstances, it is possible that men who 
seem, on the face of it, to be incorrigible 
rufians really are mental defectives, who 
should be treated in lunatic asylums 
instead of in jails.

E ONFERENCFS have been taking place 

in London ,to-day between members 
of the British and United States missions 
to Moscow, and it is hoped that the con- 
versations will enable the various — 
to be tackled without further delay as 
soon as the missions arrive in Russia. In 
addition to Captain H. H. Balfour 
(Under-Secretary of State for Air), 
Lieutenant-General Sir Hastings Ismay 
and Major-General G. N. Macready, who 
will go to Russia with Lord Beaverbrook, 
the British mission will be reinforced by 
the members of the military mission 
already there, which consists of Lieutenant- 
General F. N. Mason-Macfarlane, Rear- 
Admiral G. J. A. Miles and Air Vice- 
Marshal A. C. Collier. These three 
officers have been in conference with the 
Soviet Government for some time, and 
what they have accomplished will form 
valuable ground work for the further dis- 
cussions. The language question is not 
likely to cause delay, as there is an expert 
staff of interpreters in Moscow. In this 
connection the inclusion of Colonel Phillip 
Faymonville in the American delegation 
will be of great assistance to Mr. Averell 
Harriman, the head of the American 
mission, as he was for some time United 
States Military Attaché in Moscow, and 
speaks Russian fluently. 


Coalition v. Party Government 


There has been a revival of proposals 
that the coalition between the British 
litical parties should be extended for a 
ong-time period after the war. but little 


has been put forward on several previous 
eccasions without meeting with much 
success. In no political party is there any 
substantial body of opinion in favour of 
the continuance of the coalition form of 
Government for a period longer .than 
necessary for war purposes, and, though 
there is no wish for a revival of political 
antagonism, there is a distinct wish that 
each party should retain its identity, and 
not be merged into a general coalition 
scheme as a permanent plan. All parties 
are maintaining their own = electoral] 
machinery, which will be able to function 
in due course after the war. 


Further Registration 


People in Britain are getting quite used 
to registration. First came the national 
registration for the issne of identity cards, 
this being followed by registration of all 
men between the ages of 20 and 40 for 
military service, and the men above that 
age are now being called upon to register 
for war work. Women of various ages are 
now being registered for national! serwice, 
according to their age groups, while in 
most parts of Britain the men between 18 
and 60 who are not in the armed forces 
or the police are being registered under 
the Civil Defence Duties (Compulsory 
Enrolment) Order. Those between the 
ages of 18 and 35 registered last Sunday; 
those between 36 and 45 will do so next

which applies to all boroughs and urban 
districts, is intended mainly for the

Emergency Shopping Centres 


No fewer than six Government depart- 
ments have been concerned in a new plan 
for the opening of emergency shoppi 
centres in districts which suffer from bom 
damage, so that people whe are rendered 
homeless may be able to purchase necessary 

oods to replace their lost ions, 
Sho ping booths are to be established, and 
all businesses which have rfot been affected 
in the raided area will rate in the 
plan, so that the disorganisation conse- 
quent upon the damage to shopping centres 
may de overcome. The Board of Trade is 
now working out the final details of the 
scheme, which has been approved by the 
Ministry of Home Security, the Ministry 
of Food, the Ministry of Health, the 
Ministry of Labour, and the Ministry of 
Works and Buildings. The complete plan 
involves the setting up of mobile A se 
which can be mov 
places where most damage has been done, 
and where there are many people who 
require facilities for shopping. With 
regard to food, adequate stocks of tinned 
goods are to be available in convenient 
places. and there are to be plenty of tin- 
openers. as it was found on former occa- 
sions that many people lost their tin- 
openers with their household goods, 


More Home-grown Food 


In Norfolk the soil of every parish has 
been analysed, so that the local Agri- 
cultural Committee may suggest the best 
methods of fertilising. The Government 
has requested that the county shall grow 
a minimum of 105,000 acres of wheat, 
35,000 acres of potatoes, and 90.000 acres 
of sugar beet for next year. The county 
also hopes to produce a great deal more 
flax than its normal share in response to 
a request for a 25 per cent. increase in 
production. The planned agriculture is 
stated by the committee to be in the 
national interest, and farmers may be 
asked to grow crops with which they have 
not previously been familiar. 


Death on the Roads 


Following upon the increase in the 
number of road deaths in Britain, more 
active measures are to be taken by the 
police to check driving by motorists, par- 
ticularly on the main roads. In the latest 
month for which statistics are available 
647 people were killed on British roads. 
compared with 578 in the same month of 
last vear, and the increase has occurred 
in spite of the taking off of a million cars 
from the roads since the beginning of the 
war. In the work of checking careless 
driving, greater use is being made of police 
patrols mounted on motor cycles, and the

Girls appearing as tellers in Scottish 
banks have inspired “ The Passer-by ” in 
the Bulletin to write these lines, headed, 
‘“A Capital Idea”’:

But let me tell these tellers their 
attractions 

Give interest to, 
actions. 

Trish bank authorities, when asked why 
their girl clerks can never be tellers, give 
no satisfactory explanation. Point out 
that in Post Offices girls, for vears, have 
proved their ability and worth both as 
regards work and in frustrating raiders: 
that their number, compared with that 
of men, in cash desks of la:ge business 
houses proves their accuracy. quickness 
and efficiency but the only answering 
comment is, ' Yes, that’s true, but they 
wouldn’t do in banks.”’ 

Even the smartest girl bank clerk can 
never reach the lowest position occupied, 
finally, by some of her—dare we say 
it ’—less intelligent male colleagues, who, 
unless objecting to country life, rarely 
end their career without becoming tellers. 
It speaks well for the girls that they 
work so cheerfully—if an outsider may 
judge—as no hope of promotion would 
make any man lose heart. 

If the attractions of girl tellers can 
move a ca’ canny Scot to verse, might 
not our own girls bring increased busi- 
ness to the first Trish bank which pro- 
motes them ?

PROTEST AGAINST BANK! 


CHARGES | 
MUNICIPAL BODIES’ 
CONFERENCE. 


HE Government was called on to 
apply Emergency Powers Order 
No. 83 and stop the proposed 
increase of bank charges at the twenty- 
eighth annual Conference of the 
Association of Municipal Authorities of 
Ireland yesterday in the City Hall, 
Dublin. 

Mr. Joseph O'Hagan, president, who 
presided, said that this was the last 
occasion, probably, on which they 
would meet as people having adminis- 
trative authority in their own towns; 
for it was generally understood that 
the County. Management Bill would be 
enacted early in the coming year. The 
County Managers would take over and 
they would become the public bodies’ 
advisers and critics—back-seat drivers, 
in short. 


NEW PROBLEMS 


During the past twelve months new 
problems had presented themselves to 
the Government and new tasks had 
been assigned to local authorities. In 
scheduled areas on the East and South 
coasts raid precaution schemes had 
greatly increased the work of Councils 
and their officials, and in peat-produc- 
ing areas to ensure turf supplies for 
the coming winter was a heavy respon- 
sibility. They had witnessed a slowing- 
up in housing operations without any 
easing of the public demand for new 
houses. Road improvement schemes 
were being curtailed owing to shortage 
of petrol, oil and coal, and new diff- 
culties were experienced in formulating 
schemes for the relief of unemployment. 
Add to these, he said, the fact that 
administration was daily more expen- 
sive by rising prices of all commodities 
and they must wonder that complaints 
had not been more frequent from public 
bodies. The people had shown a fine 
spirit, and the ia authorities had 
given them a good lead. Urban popu- 
lations had felt the pinch most, and 
must feel it more. 


BANK CHARGES 


Councillor F. Phillips moved, on 
behalf of Cashel Urban Council, that 
an emphatic protest be made against 
the recent decision to increase bank 
charges. The increase meant that an 
intolerable tax was added to the already 
overburdened traders and business 
people. 

The Bray Urban Council submitted a 
resolution calling on the Government to 
ete this bank increase under the 

mergency Powers Order No. 83, and a 
combined resolution that the Govern- 
ment have the new bank charges with- 


drawn under the Emergency Powers 
Order was adopted. 

It was also added to the resolution 
that a conference be called with the 
General Council of County Councils to 
decide on what action should be taken. 

Councillor George Byrne moved a 
resolution of the Bray Urban District 
Council requesting the Minister for 
Local Government to bring in amend- 
ing legislation to prevent the possi- 
bility of the refunding of rates already 
paid by the railway companies, and 
stated that the railway companies 
were competitors with themselves by 
the use of lorries and ‘buses, and that 
it was only fair that the receipts from 
these sources also should be brought 
into the total railway receipts as a 
basis for assessment. 

The resolution was 
adopted. 

Count¢illor Delany submitted a re- 
solution of the Dun Laoghaire Borough 
Council demanding that half the pre- 
sent poor rate be placed on ground 
landlords, “as owing to the ever- 
increasing number of unempleyed a 
large increase of expenditure would 
have to be provided to meet the in- 
creased demands on local authorities.” 
Mr. Delany said that it was very un- 
fair that these ground ‘landlords should 
contribute nothing to the areas from 
which they drew fabulous wealth. 

The motion was adopted. 


DIRECT RATES 


Among resolutions moved by the 
executive committee was the proposal 
that the County Council should levy 
and collect poor rate direct over the 
whole county, ‘‘including the urban 
districts and towns.’’ It was adopted. 

A resolution from the Killarney 
Urban Council was adopted calling on 
the Government to introduce legisla- 
tion enabling rates to be assessed on 
the full. value of undertakings taken 
over by the Electricity Supply Board, 
and that there be full rating of all 
E.S.B. property, as gas companies had 
to pay full rates. 

Mr. Carrick, Galway, suggested that 
the Government should run  sweep- 
stakes for the building of houses for 
the podr. 

A long discussion took place on the 
motion of the Mayor of Clonmel—that 
unemployment relief grants be so dis- 
tributed as to allow programmes of

public works to be undertaken by 
urban authorities durng summer 
months, instead of the grants only 
being available during the winter 


season. The motion was adopted. 
The Conference adjourned until to- 
day.

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TRAWLER LOST IN 
COLLISION 


CREW LANDED AT 
ROSSLARE HARBOUR 


There was a shipping disaster near 
Tuskar Rock Lighthouse, off the South 
Wexford coast, yesterday morning, 
when, as the result of a collision wit 
the steamer Annaghmore (583 tons), of 
Workington, the London steam trawler 
William Downes (275 tons) was sunk, 
Skipper J. Insell and his crew of twelve 
were rescued. 

One of the survivors stated that 
while he was asleep there was a grind- 


ing crash. He was flung from his 
bunk, and the ship heeled over. ‘* We 
all rushed on deck,” he said, ‘‘ and 


we could see that the collier’s bows had 
cut through our side and penetrated 
about eight feet into the engine room. 
The two ships were firmly locked to- 
gether. After about three hours the 
ships were cleared. ‘The engine-room 
5 cabin of the William Downes were 
flooded, but the Annaghmore, although 
badly holed, took us in tow for Ross- 
lare Harbour. 

‘Tt was a hopeless task, however. 
The water gained so rapidly that, in 
half an hour, she commenced to settle 
down, We signalled to Captain T. 
Blackmore, of the Annaghmore, about 
three o’clock and she came alongside. 
We snatched our life-jackets and had 
just time to scramble aboard the 
collier when the William Downes gave 
a lurch and foundered like a stone. We 
were then about four miles from Ross- 
lare Pier.” 

The shipwrecked crew were landed 
at Rosslare Harbour. Most of them 
had lost everything, and were clad only 
in their pants and life-jackets. Some 
of them who were injured received 
first-aid treatment from members of the 
local Red Cross branch. The sailors 
are being looked after by the Ship- 
wrecked Mariners’ Association. The 
Annaghmore is moored at Rosslare Pier 
with her stem broken and a huge hole 
in her port bow. 


FUEL SHORTAGE AND 
MILK YIELD 

At the meeting of County Dublin 
Board of Health yesterday, Mr. J. A. 
Flynn, Chief Veterinary Officer, re- 
ported that the shortage of fuel—par- 
ticularly coal—would have a serious 
effect upon the production of clean 
milk, as a considerable quantity was 
required to carry out, the sterilisation 
of milking utensils, in accordance with 
the Milk and Dairies Regulations. This 
was particularly the case in large 
dairies, where milk was bottled, and 
where steam was an absolute necessity 
for sterilisation. One person licensed 
to sell graded milk had intimated that 
he would be obliged to surrender his 
licence, as he found it impossible to 
comply with the terms of the licence 
regarding the sterilisation of utensils, 


Considerable damage was caused in 
two villages near Tepeleni by an earth- 
quake on Monday. No casualties. have 
been reported, however.— (Reuter. )

OBITUARY 
MR. WALTER SEXTON 


We regret to announce the death of 
Mr. Walter Sexton, which took place 
at his residence, 54 Orwell Park, 
Rathgar, Dublin, yesterday. Mr. Sex- 
ton was well known in the city. He 
had been honorary secretary of the 
Royal Irish 
Automobile 
Club, of which 
he was one of 
the founders, 


but retired 
some years 
ago. He also 


had been one 
of the pro- 
moters of the 


motor races 
which were 
held in Pheenix 
Park; had 
taken part in 
the Gordon 
Bennett races 
and the relia- 


bility trials, and was principally re- 
sponsible for the Irish Grand Prix car 
races of 1929. : 

Mr. Sexton was one of the first men 
to have a motor car in Dublin—his 
native city. He got the seventh car 
that came in, and ever ‘since then he 
was prominent in motoring fixtures. 
He was very active during the Great 
War in the interests of wounded sol- 
diers who were brought to Dublin, and 
organised a fleet of ambulances in 
which to conyey them from ship to 
hospital. He interested himself also in 
the provision of pensions for ex-Ser- 
vice men and in the factory known as 
Trex, in Mespil road, for ex-Service 
men industries. Grandson of Sir 
Robert Sexton and son of Mr. Alfred 
Sexton, he was educated at Wesley 
College, Dublin, and at St. John’s, 
Grimsor, Preston, Lancashire, and 
subsequently entered his father’s busi- 
ness of gold and diamond merchant 
in Grafton street, Dublin, from which 
he retired many years ago. He had 
been a member of Pembroke Urban 
District Council, and was an M.B.E. 
and a C.B.E. 


SIR ISIDORE SALMON 


Sir Isidore Salmon, Conservative 
M.P. for Harrow, chairman and 
managing director of J. Lyons and Co., 
Ltd., and Hon. Catering Adviser to 
the British War Office, who died yes- 
terday in a London nursing home, 
began his career as a kitchen appren- 
tice at a London West End hotel. At 
17 he worked wnder his brother, the 
late Mr. Alfred Salmon, at Olympia, 
where they had the «tering contract. 
His day began at 4 aan. and went on 
until late at night. During his 49 
years with J. Lyons and Co., Ltd., he 
played a leading part in the develop- 
ment of the firm. Sir Isidore, who 
became Hon. Catering Adviser to the 
British Army in 1938, made history by 
arranging for professional chefs to 
teach soldier-cooks. Sir Isidore, who 
was 65, was an untiring worker for 
British Jewry. He leaves a widow and 
two sons. e elder son, Samuel, is a 
director of J. Lyons and Co., Ltd., and 
the younger, Squadron-Leader Julian 
Salmon, is engaged on catering work 


for the R.A.F. 


SIR H. A. CRUMP 


Sir Henry Ashbrooke Crump died in 
the English hospital at Lisbon yester- 
day, following a heart attack. He was 
78. Sir Henry, who retired from the 
Indian Civil Service in 1929, went to 
Portugal recently as a refugee. 


MH. A. BIGELOW HOUGHTON 


Mr. Alanson Bigelow Houghton, 
who was United States Ambassador to 
Great Britain from 1925 to 1929, has 
died, it is announced in New York. 
He was United States Ambassador to 
Germany from 1922 to 1925. Appointed 
United States Ambassador to Great 
Britain in succession to Mr. Frank B. 
Kellogg, in 1925, Mr. Houghton once 
said: ‘I believe the safety, peace and 
happiness of thé whole world depend 
on peace between the United States 
and Great Britain. If we cannot get 
along, who can?” Born in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, on October 10, 1863, 
Mr. Houghton resigned his connection 
with the family glass manufacturing 
business to go to Congress. 


NEW REPUBLIC OF 
SYRIA 


PROCLAMATION OF 
INDEPENDENCE 


The independence ef Syria and the 
termination of the French mandate were 
proclaimed yesterday by the De Gaulle 
authorities, says an Associated Pr ss 
message from Damascus. 

Sheikh Tajeddine Hassani, formerly 
Premier, has been appointed President 
of the Republic. The resignation of 
Khaled Azem’s Cabinet has been 
accepted and negotiations started by 
the President for the constitution of a 
new, strong Cabinet. 

General (Catroux, in a letter to 
Sheikh Tajeddine, said that De Gaullist 
France, acting in co-operation with her 
ally Great Britain, had spontaneously 
undertaken to terminate the mandate 
and grant Syria, the status of an 
independent sovereign State and to 
guarantee this new status by treaty. 

It was believed that the formation 
of a new Cabinet might be completed 
yesterday. 

Big quantities of cereals have been 
ordered from Canada, Australia and 
India to meet difficulties in the supply 
situation.

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AT DUGORT 


VILLAGE THAT REMAINS 
UNSPOILED 


HILE this is the story of 
Dugort, the people of that 
pleasant little place in Achill 

are really concerned about the story of 
a road, a road that ended on the wrong 
side of their town. 


THE TARRED ROAD 


With the Continent barred and 
England on permit, Irishmen are dis- 
covering Ireland. No greater find than 
Dugort, in Achill, awaits them. Of 
course, everyone knows Achill; the 
Sound is populous, Keel is overflowing 
into Dooagh, and even Keem has 
campers, but Dugort, on the north side 
of the island under blue Slievemore, 
and on its own golden strand, remains 
quiet and unspoilt. Perhaps, it owes 
its exclusiveness to the strange fact 
that the tarred road ends a mile short 
of it on either side, and so the "buses 
cannot pass that way. 

Whatever the reason, Dugort retains 
the charm of the leisured days, when 
the Poet Laureate, Alfred Austin, 
visited it. Its hostelry’s visitors’ book 
has many well-known names, among 
them that of Michael Davitt, who came 
there in 1894. It is interesting that 
the first entry in Irish occurs in 1905, 
the year of the foundation of Sinn 
Fein. But most of the names are those 
of families of the ‘‘ Ascendancy ”’; for 
Dugort was the Protestant settlement 
and the centre of the Achill Mission. 
A famous name of those eighteenth 
century days still survives. ne sees 
it with something Of a shock on a 
memorial tablet in the church— 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan. A collateral 
descendant of the dramatist owned a 
hotel, and his son, Mr. Tom Sheridan, 


now owns another; to him the 
visitors’ book has descended. But 
all the hotels at Dugort are run 


by Sheridans or their relations, and if 
the truth were known, probably the 
rest are connected on the way, for in 
this family business of hotel-keeping, 
Dugort resembles Switzerland. 


GRACE O’MALLEY 


Besides its wild beauty, its perfect 
bathing—deep and  seaweedless—its 
fishing, and its people, Dugort has the 
attractions of antiquity. Nearby there 
is a tower of .Grace O’Malley, the 
redoubtable confrere of Queen Eliza- 
beth # or, if one wishes to go further 
back, there is the Druid’s Circle; or 
if further still, the remains of a lake 
dwelling may be seen, and, further- 
more, there is a driver who can show 
them all. 

But the pleasures of antiquity are 
for the few. For the many are the 
good, home-made bread, the lobsters, 
the picnics, the boating, the searches 
for white heather, the ascent of Slieve- 
more, the bathing parties, and in the 
evening the turf fire and the story. 
Dugort even has its thriller, for it 
was in the police barracks here that 
the one-time well-known Lynchehaun 
was lodged. But that story belongs 
to a summer evening, when the hay is 
in and the host has time to tell it.

NO MONEY FOR 
A.R.P. 
GALWAY HARBOUR

DISAPPOINTMENT WITH 
LEVER DIVIDEND 


From Our FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


HE buoyancy displayed in the 
c London Stock Markets during 

last week as a result of the 
weight of surplus funds and optimism 
regarding the course of the war has 
now disappeared—perhaps only tem- 
porarily. 

Business has diminished considerably 
owing to the rep6fts from the Russian 
Front indicating that the German 
Forces are making further progress, 
but the reaction in prices is small in 
most instances, apart from South 
American Rails and shares of develop- 
ing South African Mines, in which 
sections there have been some sharp 
reactions in consequence of profit- 
taking. Those groups were particularly 
vulnerable to such operations by specu- 
lators in view of the recent rapid 
advance. Elsewhere, the . general 
undertone of markets remains steady. 

The fall in Gilt-edged is small in 
comparison with the recent apprecia- 
tion. For example, War Loan pe. 
which has lost 4 this week, is still over 
106, as compared with 105} a fort- 
night ago, while in the same period 
Consols 4 p.c. has come up from 1103 
to over 112. Home Rails have been 
adversely affected by profit-taking, and 
small losses have been recorded in a 
few of the active Home Industrials, 
the only leading equity to show definite 
weakness being ae and Unilever 
Ord.. which was marked down on dis- 
appointment with the dividend. 


PAYMENT HALVED 


The announcement that the dividend 
for® 1940 on Lever Bros. and Unilevers 
Ordinary Stock would be only 5 per 
cent., compared with 10 per cent. for 
1939, came as a disappointment to the 
market, and the price of the £1 units 
consequently dropped 9d. to 26s. 3d. 

It was learned yesterday that the 
decision to halve the dividend was of 
a purely precautionary nature. 
Although 1940 profits would easily 
cover the payment of the former rate 
of 10 per cent., the company deems it 
prudent to place certain sums to 
reserve to meet eventualities connected 
with shareholders in the Dutch com- 
pany not having received their divi- 
dends during the period of the occupa- 
tion of Holland. An equalisation agree- 
ment exists between the English and 
Dutch concerns to this effect. 

It is not to be supposed, however, 
that this sterling reserve will neces- 
sarily be used in this way. It is 
stated that there is no reason to 
assume that shareholders in the Dutch 
company are in the meanwhile inevit- 
ably forgoing their dividends, although 
no news about the financial position of 
Dutch interests has been made avail- 
able since the occupation.

SHIPPING SITUATION 


I do not propose to follow my usual 
custom of making a review of the ship- 
ping situation. Liner companies are 
necessarily apprehensive about the re- 
covery, when the war is over, of the 
trades which they have had temporarily 
to relinquish, but under war conditions 
this and all other anxieties and 
grievances are of secondary considera- 
tion. The duty of all shipowners is to 
work their vessels for Government ac- 
count to the best possible advantage bv 
turning them round as quickly as pos- 
sible, and thus increasing the number 
of voyages that can be performed. 

As an industry we rely on the very

THREE YEARS’ PENAL 
SERVITUDE 


A ani eae wits thet Deine Noag 
considered hi f a member of an 
illegal_orgamisation, but who declined 
to plead or give evidence in support of 
a statement made to the Civic Guards, 
wee mie hy’ te ‘Segal Cal 
servitude t pecial Crimina 
Court in ins Barracks yesterday. 

He was James O'Neill, 39 Friar’s 
road, Cork, in whose home, in August 
last, police found a Thompson sub- 
machine gun, a Smith and Wesson 
revolver, a bulldog revolver, a quantity 
of ammunition, as as a large 
number of documents, some of which 
were signed: “ Stephen Hayes, Chief 
of Staff.” Detectives found the guns 
and ammunition in a cavity beneath 
the bedroom floor. 

Evidence that the defendant had 
previously been imprisoned for three 
months for failing to account for his 
movements was given by a Civic 
Guard, who added that the defendant 
had been interned from January last, 
and was released on parole some time 
before the discovery was made in his 
home. He bad told the police that he 
knew nothing about the guns being 
there, and that he had been suspended 
by the illegal organisation, and con- 
sidered himself no longer a member of 
it. While his home was being searched, 
the defendant's wife stood on the loose 
board which conéealed the weapons. 


BOMBS AND REVOLVERS 


Three years’ penal servitude, with 
the recommendation that the Govern.

mont was imposed on Michael 
Dowling. a native of Cork, for having 
three bombs and three revolvers in 
his possession, and being a member of 
an illegal organisation.
